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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-18 are pending in the application and are currently subject to a 
restriction and an election requirement. 

Compliance with Sequence Rules 

2. The communication filed 12 April 2002 is not fully responsive to the Office 
communication mailed 27 March 2002 for the reason set forth on the attached Notice To 
Comply With The Sequence Rules. Applicants must comply with the requirements of 
the sequence rules (37 CFR §§ 1.821 - 1.825) before the application can be further 
examined under 35 U.S.C. 131 and 132 . 

In particular, as noted on the Notice to Comply, claim 17 recites a sequence of sufficient 
length to require compliance with the sequence rules set forth under 37 CFR §§ 1.821- 
1.825. Amending claim 17 to recite the sequence identification number of the sequence 
can obviate this objection, provided that the sequence is set forth in the present 
Sequence Listing; otherwise, Applicants are required to submit substitute paper and 
computer-readable copies of the Sequence Listing with a statement that both are the 
same and that neither include new matter. 

Since the reply to the Office communication mailed 27 March 2002 appears to be bona

Claims 13-17, drawn to a method for determining whether an agent 
affects the activity of a promoter, wherein said method comprises 
measuring the expression of reporter gene in the presence and absence 
of said agent, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

Group III. Claim 18, drawn to a method for detecting the presence of tumor 
cells in a patient, classified in class 435, subclass 7.23. 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
The inventions II and III are disclosed as materially different methods that differ 

at least in objectives, method steps, reagents and/or doses and/or schedules used, 
response variables, assays for end products and/or results, and criteria for success and 
therefore, the claimed methods are distinct. 

The inventions in groups I and II are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the product as 
claimed, namely the host cells can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product, such as producing the vector comprising the promoter. 

The inventions in groups I and III are not at all related because the products of 
groups I are not specifically used in any of the steps of the claimed method in groups III. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
